United States. 


WASHINGTON. <JP>. The United 


States revealed a fourth formal 
protest to the Hitler government, 
charging "discrimination" and con- 
tinued "unsatisfactory treatment" 
of American holders of German 
bonds. 


The note, delivered to the Ger- 


man foreign office, by Ambassador 
Dodd. asserted the reich was at- 
tempting to "establish a new prin- 
ciple" in regard to debts. 
This 


government labeled it "inaccept- 
able and dangerous." 


An extended controversy with 


Berlin has centered upon the treat- 
ment accorded American holders of 
German medium and long term ob- 
ligations, including Dawes and 
Young bonds. Three times previ- 
ously formal protests have been 
lodged against the acording of 
more favorable payment terms to 
bondholders of other nationalities 
than to Americans. 
Ambassador 


Dodd, in addition, has over a pe- 
riod of months made repeated ver- 
bal representations to the foreign 
office. 


Expect Change in Policy. 


The United States, in the new 


note, draws specific attention to 
"discriminations" which have ex- 
isted during 1934 and adds that it 
"cannot but believe this policy will 
be replaced by one more equitable 
and that steps will be taken at an 
early date to remedy the discrimi- 
nations and neglect which have af- 
fected American holders of Ger- 
man securities."

In spite of an official attempt to 
m i n i m i z e this divergence of 
opinion the fact remains that sev- 
eral government spokesmen, in- 
cluding Secretary Ickes, have been 
advocating a new and very exten- 
sive program of public works, and 
have been expressing the view that 
private capital cannot be relied 
upon to put the unemployed to 
work and reopen the Idle factories. 


Ickea and Moffett Apart. 


-Ickes' advocacy of a government 
housing program aroused Housing 
Administrator Moffett, whose bus- 
iness it is to interest private capi- 
tal 'in building, to some extraordin- 
arily direct words. Moffett's Inter- 
est is, of course, In the immediate 
future of recovery, but it is at 
NBA. that the long term aspects of 
the dispute have their focus. It is 
there that the government's busi- 
ness policy is undergoing renova- 
tion. 


And at NRA there Is no compre- 


hensive answer. "We are making 
a great many studies of a great 
many problems" is the way Chair- 
man Williams of the NRA board, 
replies to inquiries. The studies 
have been going on now for many 
weeks. 


••While the main situation re- 


mains confused and indeterminate, 
it is interesting to note that scat- 
tered minor acts of the adminis- 
tration, from day to day, continue 
to point in the directions which 
many business men have favored. 
It is organized labor, and the inde- 
pendent liberal blocs in congress 
and out of it, who for the moment, 
at least, are leading the chorus of 
dissent. NRA itself has taken sev- 
eral steps toward such a clarifica- 
tion of the recovery statute as 
many, business leaders have asked.

questions is considered, it 


seems patent that Mr. Roosevelt's 
annual and budget messages at the 
opening of congress in January 
will have far more than the ordi- 
nary significance.

When he goes into office

"planned program" will be ready 
to go before the legislature for im- 
mediate action. 


Determined to get advice from 


those most able to give it on all of 
Oklahoma's many problems, Mar- 
land has named committees of 
leading citizens to study the bud- 
get, revenue and taxation, old age 
pensions, state institutions, sub- 
sistence homesteads and co-opera- 
tion with the federal government 
on its public works program. 


He has included among his com- 


mittee members a sprinkling of 
veterans who nave shoved bills 
thru recalcitrant legislatures and 
know where and when to "pull the 
strings." In majority, to be sure, 
is new blood, prominent men and 
women who never before have 
been active in politics. 


Within a week after the election 


both houses of the legislature had 
been organized. Marland has called 
a meeting of the legislators for 
Monday. He will outline to them 
what he wants done. 


Another step taken by the gov- 


ernor-elect was the calling of a 
parley of oil states governors Dec. 
3. To assist him in ironing out the 
troublesome oil production prob- 
lem, Marland has obtained Patrick 
Hurley, republican former secre- 
tary of war, as advisor. 


Outstanding in Marland's plan is 


abolition of the automobile tag 
agent system, a thing dear to the 
hearts of the politicians and a 
patronage setup which has pro- 
vided 125 jobs for the legislators 
to deal out.

Rhode Island's delegation to 
the Chicago convention, headed by 
Gerry, was for Smith, but Gerry 
lost no time climbing aboard the 
Roosevelt .bandwagon, once the 
nomination was made, and Rhode 
Island swung into the Roosevelt 
column on election day. The dis- 
tribution of federal patronage in 
the state was turned over to Gov- 
ernor Greene, a close personal 
friend of Gerry, and, with the ex- 
ception of the U. S. marshalship 
and one or two other small fry 
jobs, Gerry men were named. 


Rhode Island still sticks to the 


old convention method of nominat- 
ing candidates for public office. 
Gerry controls the state machine, 
and his nomination for the senate 
was made by the state convention, 
altho 
not without 
considerable 


noisy opposition. With his iron- 
gloved band on the throttle, Gerry 
named what is known as a "bal- 
anced" state ticket; that is, a 
ticket recognizing all of the major 
racial groups, including Yankee, 
French. Italian and Irish, which 
made it a hard combination to 
beat.

NEW YORK— The Important 


thing going on in the business life 
of the country is the change of 
mood and the reawakening of con- 
fidence. 


Except in a few instances this 


has not so far been translated into 
larger volumes of trade. It is true 
this week iron and steel production 
is at the highest level since June 
but still so small the industry can 
only be described as "depressed." 
Electric power output for the week 
ended Nov. 17 was in excess of any 
week since January, 1931. It does 
not cover a typical week, however 
On the other hand, car loadings 
are discouraging to traffic man- 
agers, employment lags, relief to- 
tals rise, and higher taxation to 
meet emergency expenditures 
is 


inevitable. 


However, there is the will to go 


forward, which contrasts with the 
unwillingness before election to 
move at all.

Henry I. Harriman, Boston, pres- 
ident of the United States cham- 
ber of commerce, said here.

Citing the chamber slogan, "All

place to permanent ones. He cited 
the federal housing act as a start 
in the right direction, predicting

sons over a ten year period. 


"It is the history of all depres- 


sions," he said, 'that

Automobiles 
and good roads pulled us out in 
1921 and I expect the re-housing 
of America to take us out of our 
present difficulties."

NEW YORK. CV). Federal con- 


trol over exports of fighting pliinea

ment of aviation by private indus- 
try were recommended by the 
United Aircraft Corporation In a 
memorandum for the senate com- 
mittee investigating the munitions 
industry. 


Prepared by Donald L. Brown, 


president of the corporation, at 
the request of Senator Nye, chair- 
man of the committee, the memor- 
andum included a comprehensive 
analysis of aviation development 
in the United States and its rela- 
tion to the country's defense. 


"I believe I can speak for the 


entire aircraft 
industry," Brown 


wrote, "in assuring you of its 
whole-hearted sympathy with the 
advancement of the cause of inter- 
national peace both here and 
abroad x x x the good common 
sense of this industry can lead to 
no other attitude, x x x 


"Conversely, I 
feel 
confident 


your committee must share our 
appreciation of the vital import- 
ance to this country of an aircraft 
producing industry with sufficient 
trained personnel, developed 
and

goal has been set. but officers of 
the organization say there are no 
less than 1,000 persons in the city, 
many of whom are professional 
men, 
who should be affiliated wjth 


the chamber. Dana Cole, chairman 
of the membership committee, will 
be in charge. 


For a number of years chamber 


officials have contended that pro- 
fessional men of Lincoln have not 
given their best toward the ad- 
vancement of the city thru affilia- 
tion with organized commercial 
and industrial interests, thru the 
chamber. It is admitted that a few 
have joined and have been diligent 
workers, "but the number should 
be larger." 


In support of the claim that all 


professional men should be mem- 
bers of the chamber, officials point 
out that from the inception of the 
organization 
back in the 
days 


when Lincoln was little more than 
a village, scarcely a month has 
gone by when something has not 
been done that was beneficial to 
doctors, lawyers or other profes- 
sions. 


During the early years, activities 


were directed toward organization, 
and fighting for the commercial 
interests. In 1887, however, the 
transportation or traffic depart- 
ment was set up, officials of that 
early day realizing that unless 
something was done there was no 
incentive for the location of indus- 
tries here, or the continuance of 
those that had been started. From 
that day to the present, there has 
been an "everlasting and eternal 
vigilance" maintained to save not 
only industry, but the commercial 
and professional Me as well. 


The climax of the fight was 


reached in 1928 with the healing 
here by the interstate commission 
of the -western class rate case. Be- 
cause the commission arbitrarily 
adopted a zone system for estab- 
lishing rates, the verdict was not a 
sweeping victory for the chamber, 
but there were enough concessions 
to save the large industrial district 
from being virtually wiped out. 


This fight alone, it has been de- 


clared repeatedly, is sufficient rea- 
son for every professional man in 
the city joining the chamber. By 
the concession won, the chamber 
was instrumental in saving to the 
city a large portion of the railroad 
freight traffic, which would have 
gone to other cities had conditions 
maintained much longer. 


The saving 
of freight 
traffic 


meant the 
continuance here of 


large numbers of railroad 
em- 


ployes, fully as many if not more 
industrial workers, and employes 
of wholesale and jobbing houses, 
every one of whom is a potential 
client of a professional man. 


The same was true when, in the 


early days the chamber set up the 
traffic bureau, and was responsible 
for the impetus given railroad 
transportation into Lincoln, includ- 
ing the coming of steadily increas- 
ing numbers of railroad employes, 
until it soon became necessary for 
the companies to maintain 
here 


their own medical staffs, the mem- 
bers of whcih have been local phy- 
sicians or surgeons. This has been 
equally true to a greater or less ex- 
tent of the legal profession. 


Since 1928, however, other and 


almost as vexing traffic problems 
have arisen. In each instance the 
chamber has attacked them vigor- 
ously, and almost -without excep- 
tion has been successful in winning 
decisions favorable to some phase 
of the citv's life. 
In addition, the chamber has 


made a gallant fight for the best 
interests of the entire state, offic- 
ials believing that anything1 which 
helps the state, helps the city. The 
latest step in this direction 
has 


been a plea that drouth relief cat- 
tle to be purchased in the state for 
December, be slaughtered and pro- 
cessed in Nebraska packing plants, 
instead of in the east_ 


It takes only a casual glance at 


the every day activities of the 
chamber to realize that day in and 
day out the organization is work- 
ing for every person 
within the 


city limits—not the few. 


The retail trade committee is al- 


ways active in promoting special 
events for fall and "inter, as a 
part of the general trade promo- 
tion program. It supports the 
state fair, university and many 
other outside activities. To the 
convention committee belongs the 
credit for bringing the thousands 
who annually come for annual 
meetings of business, professional 
and other groups. 


From the inception of the cham- 


ber there has not been a year that 
one or another committee has not 
worked to improve highways, both

activities have resulted in reduc- 
ing fire losses and at the same 
time cutting insurance rates, ob- 
tained only a short time ago at 
the solicitation of the chamber. 


The publicity department helps 


advertise the city in every corner 
of the world. Always every in- 
quirer is considered a potential 
customer or a possible future resi- 
dent, and treated according. 


The facilities of the chamber a: e 


provided for the annual community 
chest drive. Office rooms have 
been set up for federal housing ad- 
ministration authorities here. Thru 
the co-operation of the chamber, 
annually thousands 
of teachers 


come to Lincoln to attend the ses- 
sions of district No. 1, Nebraska 
State Teachers association. 


According to Mr. Cole, the drive 


for members this year will be one 
of the most systematic ever started 
by the chamber. Already a list of 
more than 1,000 men has been 
placed in the hands of the work- 
ers. "Every one of them will be 
given a chance to join now," he 
said." and it will not be the fault 
of the canvassers if they do not 
place their names on the dotted 
line."

Effort Begun to Knit Public 


Works and Relief in Sin- 


gle Unit. 


WASHINGTON. LP). A study 


aimed at knitting public works, 
emergency work relief and other 
widespread work giving activities 
of the government into a cohesive 
unit -was disclosed to have been or- 
dered by the administration. Don- 
ald R. Richberg ordered the study 
first as one of his efforts at co- 
ordination, but the matter also has 
been taken up by President Roose- 
velt's committee on economic se- 
curity. There has arisen the 'pos- 
sibility that when the committee's 
full report goes to the president in 
December a section may be de- 
voted to recommendations on how 
to prune the tangle of work ac- 
tivities into one strong unit. 


Back of the order is a desire to 


get into one agency the public 
works, the -wide range of emer- 
gency work relief, the 
several 


other forms of separately conduct- 
ed emergency 
employment, and 


possibly the civilian conservation 
corps. The study is being conduct- 
ed by an expert in the emergency 
relief administration. He is direct- 
ing it not only at the idea of map- 
ping out the administrative setup 
of an agency which would conduct 
such work, but -with a -view to de- 
termining which of the present 
agenf jes rp-ight best handle it. 


T,here has been some talk of 


broadening one of the divisions of 
the labor department, perhaps the 
emplo3TQent unit, to embrace these 
activities- Others have expressed 
the view that a separate public 
welfare department should he set 
up to handle not only emergency 
work units, but the long range 
subjects covered by the proposed 
economic securit3- plan. Under the 
latter plan unemployment insur- 
ance, old age pensions and the 
wide scoped social benefits pro- 
gram would all be put into one 
department. "Under the 
present 


system several 
different 
emer- 


gency 
divisions 
are 
conducting 


•work programs, some of them con- 
flicting. 
In the past there have 


been -wide differences in -wages and 
hours observed. Some of these 
have been smoothed out alread^7. 
The criticism has been raised, 
however, that the whole program 
should march forward as a unit 
instead of straggling unevenly. 


Public works administration has 


several forms of work going ahead. 
The relief administration has a 
wide assortment of work relief and 
emergency employment In spots 
there is an overlapping which 
might be eliminated if the plans 


emanated from a central source. 
The civilian conservation corps 
comes under a slightly different 
category and might be omitted 
from consideration in the final 
plans. 


The committee takes the view 


that before men may be entitled to 
unemployment 
insurance, 
thej' 


must first be given work. To 
broaden the scope of the unem- 
ployment insurance program so as 
to cover the bulk of American 
workmen, job giving 
must be 


stimulated. 


It is a welding of job giving ac- 


tivities, public and private, that 
the study seeks.

Expectant Crowd Waiting. 


The Insull mail fraud case, in 


which the Chicago utilities man 
and his aides were charged with 
bilking investors of 5100,000.000, 
went to the jury at 2:21 o'clock, 
following a two hour charge by 
Federal Judge Wilkerson. At 4:23 
o'clock, two hours and two min- 
utes later, the jurors sent out word 
they had agreed. Prosecutors, de- 
fendants and the judge had left 
the building. Bailiffs set out to 
bring them to court. 


The courtroom filled first with 


spectators who had lingered in the 
corridor, then with relatives of the 
seventeen defendants. Insull came 
in, puffing a cigar, his cane over 
his arm. The jury's speed hinted 
that the twelve had decided upon 
a blanket acquittal, but the court 
crowd waited in high nervous ten- 
sion. There was a pause, electric 
with suspense.

J. N. Darling, chief of the bu- 


reau of biological survey and car- 
toonist-on-leave, who made the 
sketch for the stamp, reported that 
182,407 have been sold to date at 
$1 each. 


Funds from the tax will be used 


to supplement the $8,500,000 ap- 
propriation by the government for 
wild life restoration and will be 
used principally on migratory bird 
refuges and nesting areas.

Statistics show Kansas 
State 


has won only one game against 
Nebraska, yet the Wildcats are 
one of the most feared Big Six 
teams on the Cornhusker schedule. 
The Manhattanites made their 
reputation in 1922 when they com- 
pleted 21 of 43 passes against the 
Huskers 
and had the edge in 


yardage and first downs although 
losing 21-0. 


Recents games between the two 


teams have been thrillers. Bob 
Stephens' field goal in the rain 
gave Nebraska a 3-0 victory in 
1926. Cronkite, tall end, caught a 
pass and ran to a 78-yard gain 
and the touchdown which beat

A jump in corn prices at Buenos 


Aires attracted special notice. In 
this connection, the fact was cited 
that Argentina is the world's sec- 
ond largest corn producing coun- 
try, and is the principal source of 
import corn supply for Europe.

Tide of Communism Rolling 


Thru the South Cen- 


tral Country. 


SHANGHAI. </P). A red tide of 


communism, rolling slowly west- 
ward with General Chiang Kai- 
Shek's soldiers pressing its rear, 
forced missionaries thruout south 
central China to evacuate their 
stations. The unnumbered thou- 
sands the Nanking government 
calls "red bandits" were streaming 
into south Fukien. south Kiangsi. 
Hunan and Kweichow provinces, 
and dozens of Americans and other 
foreign missionaries in the path of 
their advance moved to safety 
elsewhere. 


Missionaries also were evacuat- 


ing posts in Szechuan province, 
further to the west, as Chiang Kai- 
Shek's four-year campaign bore 
fruit, according to Nanking ad- 
vices, in the cracking of the com- 
munist 
fountainhead in Hiangsi 


province. Estimates of the num- 
ber of the migrants, many of 
whom the nation's military leader 
hopes to win back to the nation- 
alist government cause, reached 
100,000, the vanguard of which al- 
ready has reached West Hunan 
province. 


The missionaries, fearing irregu- 
larities as this stream of humanity 


swarms westward, have evaded Its 
path and proceeded to points out- 
side the affected a'rcas. 


Chiang's forces, 
outfitted with 


up-to-date military equipment in- 
cluding airplanes, continued press- 
ing the migrants in South Kiangsi, 
while advices from South China 
said Kwantung and Kwangsi en- 
gaged in important clashes with 
the travelers along the northern 
borders of those provinces. 


One report said the troops on 


the border of Kwangsi and Hunan 
provinces killed 3,000 of the mi- 
grants, who were seeking to enter 
Kwangsi, the bodies being left un- 
buried on the battlefield. 


While the national government 


sought to secure 10 million dollais 
Irom bankers to finance continu- 
ance of the campaign, Chiang Kai- 
Shek was said to feel that he had 
now shattered the communists in 
the Kiangsi and hence planned 10 
extend his campaign westward, 
hoping to wipe out the movement. 


The generalissimo was at Nank- 


ing conferring with Liu Hsiang, 
governor of Szechuan, who re- 
signed after meeting smashing de- 
feat in a battle with the reds re- 
cently, but later was induced to 
resume his office when the Nank- 
ing government threatened to take 
over Szechuan and end its quasi- 
independence.

WHEAT PARLEY SNAG HOLDS 


But Important Development 


Expected by Monday. 


BUDAPEST. UP). A week of ne- 


gotiations found the sixth interna- 
tional wheat conference still with- 
out agreement on any of the va 
rious proposals on its agenda for 
inter-governmental c o n t r o l of 
wheat production and marketing. 
Prospects appeared bright, how- 
ever, that divergent views as to 
acreage reductions to be effected 
next year would be brought into 
harmony by Monday. 


The two most important devel- 


opments in the sessions thus far 
have been negative and dealt stag- 
gering blows to the 1933 world 
wheat pact. They were: 


1—Argentina's repudiation of 


the 1933 wheat pact as the basis 
for acreage reduction next year, 
and2—France's demand to be recog- 
nized as an exporter and assigned 
an export quota. 


Meanwhile, one leading delegate 


said he expected the all-important 
matter of future export quotas for 
the "Big Four"—Argentina, Aus- 
tralia. Canada and the United 
States—would be opened before 
the end of Monday's meeting. 


PATENT CASE AWARD. 
SAN FRANCISCO. (US-INS). 


A patent infringement decree that 
may involve damages running up 
to 20 millions was awarded by de- 
fault against the Fox Film com- 
pany. Court decision went to Leon 
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F. Douglass, San Francisco inven- 
tor, when the company failed to 
file an answer within the stipu- 
lated time to his suit charging in- 
fringement of his patents. 


MEMORIAL TO WAR DEAD 


SYDNEY. Australia. (.B. A mul- 


titude of 200.000 persons watched 
the duke of Gloucester unveil the 
Anzac memorial in honor of New 
South Wales soldiers who fell in 
the World war. Twenty-five thou- 
sand soldiers under command of 
Maj. Gen. Sir Charles Rosenthall 
marched past the duke. 


TO MAKE ITALY SPY PROOF 


Drastic Decree Forbids Dis- 


closure of Information. 


By United 1'rcst. 
ROME.—A drastic decree for- 


bidding disclosure of military in- 
formation regarding land, sea or 
air defense, and designed to make 
Italy spy proof, was made public. 
It was aimed primarily at prevent- 
ing discussion qf military subjects 
with, the soldiery, and in effect 
seals the lips of every Italian on 
national defense subjects. It pro- 
vides heavy penalties for unautho- 
rized discussion of information 
which may be classed as secret. 
Newspapers are restricted to in- 
formation they receive from miru's- 
teis on such subjects even includ- 
ing barracks, warehouses, hangars 
and warships. The decree is in 22 
articles. It especially enjoins state 
officials and employes to silence 
regarding the information they 
frequently learn concerning what 
is being done to equip the national 
frontiers and the coastline against 
a possible enemy. 


RESERVE BANK REPORT. 
CHICAGO. C-P). Debits to individ- 


ual deposit account reported by the 
federal reserve bank of Chicago 
for the week ended Nov. 21 by 154 
banks in the Seventh federal re- 
serve district aggregated $894,- 
147,000, an increase of 18.6 percent 
compared with a week ago.

The 
order, issued to Attorney General 
Knight, followed a. recent charge 
by the executive to stop the flew 
of liquor in the state capital.

European History Gives Indi- 


cations of Repeating 


Itself. 


J 
By The Associated Press. 


European history gave strong in- 


dications of repeating itself when 
the French chamber of deputies, -n 
formal session, was informed that 
a Franco-Russian military "under- 
standing" existed. Government of- 
ficials stepped quickly into the dip- 
lomatic breach, announcing that 
such information was "exagger- 
ated" an dthat there really was no 
military pact between France and 
the soviet union, altbo the relations 
of the two nations were "steadily 
Improving." 
The understanding was divulged 


by Leon Archimbaud, the finance 
committee's 
reporter, 
who 
re- 


quested of the legislators that they 
appropriate funds approximating 
427 million dollars forwith for mili- 
tary, purposes, This sum was 
needed, he declared, to protect 
France from Germany. Both he and 
other dignitaries of the republic 
assured the deputies that Germany 
WAS ignoring the treaty of Versail- 
les which ended the World war and 
rearming surreptitiously at a rate 
which made the position of France 
and of European peace precarious. 
The chamber of deputies approved 
the appropriations requested. 


But the mere appropriation of 


military expense money, huge as 
the sum was, was regarded as rela- 
tively insufficient 
compared with 


the announcement which preceded 
the appropriation. Archimbaud had 
announced, in effect, the availabil- 
ity for use against Germany of 
military forces totaling some 23 
million men. 


Recent estimates of 
France's 


military strength, including' her 
standing army and reserves, indi- 
cate that she has about 7 million 
trained fighting men ready for call 
to the colors in case of war, while 
these same statistics show Russia 
to have available military forces 
totaling 16 million men, active and 
reserves. 


May Be Trial Balloon! 


There were many observers in- 


clined to believe the official French 
version that this report of an un- 
derstanding was "exaggerated," 
suggesting that 
the 
statement 


could be regarded, perhaps, as a 
"trial balloon" intended to cause 
Russian and German reaction by 
which the 
French government 


might determine which way the 
wind of Russian opinion blows in 
regard to an alliance. 


Be the situation whatever it is, 


European history shows .precedent 
for such an alliance,"for it was on 
the old Franco-Russian 
alliance 


that the Entente. Cordiale ..was 
established in "1904. "It" was "UBS*- 
entente, embracing France, Russia- 
and Great Britain, that was based 
the alliance which defeated the 
central powers in the World war. 


France long has clung to the 


theory that the peace of Europe 
can only be assured by an "equili- 
brium"—a balance of power thru 
which the antagonistic forces of 
Europe would be forced 
to re- 
main peaceful. The theory implies 
peace at daggers' points 
but, 


nevertheless, 
peace. In the. old 


days of the entente cordiale, - the 
other half of the balance scales 
was occupied by the "triple" -Alii-, 
ance"—Germany, Austria - Hiuv 
gary, and Italy. The,triple" alli- 
ance fell apart, however, in the 
early days of the World war when 
Italy severed her connections with 
the central powers and threw in 
her lot with the entente cordiale. 


Until then, Italy had always 


been regarded as an avowed en- 
emy of France and, until recently, 
that traditional relationship has 
Often given evidence of reviving. 
But now a Franco-Italian re'ap- 
proachement appears likely. Italy 
is one of the most thoroly militar- 
ized nations 
history has 
seen, 


and in that, also, history has re- 
peated itself. Premier Mussolini, 
TTith his program of enlisting even 
children into Italy's vast'program 
of military education, is only fol- 
lowing in "the steps of the days of 
the Caesars, 
when the Roman 


•empire was the civilized world. 
* Close to the borders of Italy 
developed meanwhile last week 
another case of suspicion among 
nations. Yugoslavia went to the 
league of nations with the allega- 
tion that the assassination of her 
King Alexander was plotted in 
Hungarv. Hungary countered with 
the declaration that this charge 
was intended to stir up internal 
dissension in Hungary and was 
likely to disturb European peace. 
•' Since the two nations concerned 
were sayimj it with messages to 
the organization in which they 
tooth are pledged to preserve the 
peace, it was considered probable 
the matter would be handled thru 
diplomatic channels and the ma- 
chinery of the League of Nations.

-Some things are sc simple it is 
hard to uderstand them. Only a 
few vcars ago did it dawn on me 
what people meant by saying they 
had "weak ankles." They meant 
of course, what I had always 
thought of as pronatcd feet, the 
*arly, functional or potential stage 
of Hat feet, so commonly seen in 
young persons and so frequently 
maltreated with arch props or 
trick shoes. Somehow the physio- 
logically igorant laity regards the 
feet as something outside of the 
ken of the physician, the ordinary 
doctor, and so the diagnosis and 
treatment of constitutional condi- 
tions which manifest symptoms m 
the feet is largely intrusted to 
shoe clerks, trick foot specialists 
tad other charlatans. The simple 
truth so hard for the untutored 
parent to udrestand is Hi at as 
child with "weak anfc]es~ needs. 
first of an, correction of the fun- 
damental malnutrition which the 
•weakness indicates. 


Orcred Confusion.

years or so for me to learn was 
Irtat in tt* world Mn. Wiseacre 


meant when she discoursed at the 
Tuesday Club about "well bal- 
anced" diet. I managed to cover 
my confusion and conceal my ig- 
norance when patients alluded to 
this, but privately I felt miserable 
and uneasy about it. I must have 
been napping when the matter 
was illuminated in the medical 
school. I hadn't the slightest no- 
tion what it was all about — and 
every one else seemed to under- 
stand it perfectly. So, as I say, it 
was only a year or two ago I 
found that "well balanced diet is 
just a lot of hooney. Quote me 
about this any time 
and 
any 


place — and please quote also what 
my monitor or critic has to say 
about it. 


To attempt to outline the "in- 


dications" for a clinically ueil 
balanced ration of all the vitamins 
would make this a veritable al- 
manac. Contrary to the policy of 
this column to provide readers 
with symptoms to try on. Instead 
we briefly suggest the specific 
functions of the different vitamins, 
with the reminder that malnutri- 
tion or impairment of health from 
lack of a particular vitamin is 
more effectively corrected if an 
ample ration of all the vitamins 
is provided. 


Let Down. 


Partial deficiency of one or an- 


other vitamin may explain failure 
of the young to grow at the nor- 
mal rate, general lack of energy 
and let-down in young adults, 
poor appetite in persons of any 
age. In many instances of under- 
weight the main factor is vitamin 
deficiency. In most instances of 
overweight the excessive hunger 
and consequent overeating is due 
to vitamin deficiency. Weak diges- 
tion and constipation are common- 
ly due to vitamin deficiencies. 
Individuals who do not get enough 
vitamins usually have poor im- 
munity against respiratory infec- 
tion. Expectant mothers who do 
not get enough vitamins are more 
likely to suffer various difficul- 
ties and complications of child- 
birth and are not successful in 
nursing babies. Infants and young 
children develop poor, irregular 
teeth and suffer excessively from 
dental caries or decay of the 
teth. Invalids or valetudinarians 
long confined to a restricted diet 
suffer from lowered vitality by 
reason of insufficient vitamins. 


High Potency. 


Although various purveyors of 


foods or remedies now offer con- 
centrates of this or that vitamin, 
or sometimes combinations of two. 
three or four vitamins, the pro- 
ducts are still many steps behind 
progress in the scientific study of 
vitamins and the clinical applica- 
tion of this new knowledge. The 
producers of these vitamin con- 
centrates still go in for potency or 
high power concentrations and 
have not yet grasped the fact that 
no such remedy is necessary in 
the treatment of hypovitaminosis 
as we see it every day in this 
country. What is needed in most 
cases is rather an optimal ration 
of .all of the vitamins, in the pro- 
portions in which they occur in 
natura3?-feods — for that seems to 
be the ration the body requires 
for perfect health.

After East aud Webt had de- 


feated the contract by one trick, 
the storm broke, and the chiet 
point at issue was South's re- 
sponse of two clubs rather than 
one notrump. North contended 
that all he needed in the South 
hand was one high club honor 
to give a play Tor the Slam, and 
South, in response, stated that he 
merely made what he considered 
a normal and simple bid al- 
though he did concede that it was 
made on a shaded holding. My 
decision would be that although 
the North player is not entirely 
blameless, as he might have 
given his partner a chance to 
sign off at five of something, 
South should receive most of the 
blame. It is true that one should 
make every effort to avoid re- 
sponding to partner's bid with 
one notrump when holding a 
singleton of his suit. It is fur- 
ther true that a biddable suit, 
and particularly a five-card bid- 
dable suit, should be shown in 
preference to a notrump call. 
However, this rule should be 
modified when the hand is weak 
and the suit has to be shown at 
the level of two-odd. 


Although it is a theory of good 


bidding that a suit response does 
not 
necessarily 
show 
greater 


honor strength thaa a notrump 
response, it does inherently give 
a 
little more encouragement 


when the suit has to be shown 
at the level of two. After all, 
the bidding is carried higher and 
thus the partner must get the im- 
pression that the bidder has some 
strength, particularly in the bid 
suit. 
Therefore OE the above 


hand I should, with almost all 
partners, respond to an opening 
spade bid with one notrump. 
There are some players, however, 
who have an absolute mania on 
the point that a notrump re- 
sponse definitely confirms an ab- 
solute minimum of two cards in ' 
the. partner's suit.

If the South holding in 


the above hand were changed to 
the extent of reversing the spade 
and 
club holdings, and iC the 


opening bid instead of being one 
spade were one club, the correct 
response would be one spade aud 
not one notrump. In other words, 
if the suit can be shown at the 
level of one-odd, it should be 
shown, eien with a very weak 
hand. 
After all, when you re- 


spond to one club with one spade, 
you still have not reached the 
level of one notrump and thus 
your partner should not assume 
on your spade bid that your hand 
is stronger than if } ou had bid 
one notrump. 


On the original hand, with a 


notrump response North 
will 


never carry the bidding to six. 
Over one notrump West prob- 
ably will not overcall, but even 
if he does, it will not make much 
difference. North and South will 
eventually get to a five-club or 
five-diamond contract as North 
will make a forcing rebid even 
over the less encouraging no- 
trump response. However, North 
will not contract for sis. Those 
players to whom I have alluded 
above, with whom I should re- 
spond with two clubs, would not 
bid six either, and the correct 
contract of five clubs or five dia- 
monds would be reached.

N E W Y O R K.—A s Captain 
eorge Fried stepped down the 


gangplank of the liner George 
Washington this week, there were 
no high seas running, no winds 
lunged down deck and the wireless 
had ceased its tiny, important clat- 
ter.It was, instead, an oddly tranquil 
setting for a rescue. Among the 
eight rescues of which Captain 
Fried has been the hero, not one 
has begun with such a stunning 
absence of fury. 
But it is an arduous rescue on 


which he is now engaged as super- 
vising steamboat inspector at New 
York. The service has been wal- 
lowing in a storm of criticism ever 
since the Morro Castle burned at 
sea. 
And tho, in his office here, 


there will be no wind and sea to 
outwit and outbluster, the captain 
has yet to score a failure in any 
rescue. Every seafaring man, form 
President Roosevelt down to the 
last ferryboat deckswabber, is con- 
fident he will measure up to his 
new task. 
Early in the morning of Jan. 24, 


1926, 
Captain Fried, in command 


of the America, received the first 
of two SOS calls to international 
fame. The story of those rescues 
makes two proud chapters in 
American maritime history. 


The British freighter Antinoe, 


with twenty-four men aboard, wal- 
lowed helplessly in a gale fifty 
miles off her wirelessed "osition. 
Captain Fried sighted her listing 
penously to starboard. 


All day Captain Fried stood by, 


hoping the wind would lessen suf- 
ficiently to permit the launching 
of a small boat. Snow and hai; 
cut off vision, and, when the gray 
of morning struggled thru, the An- 
tinoe had disappeared. After hours 
of anxious cruising back and forth 
she was sighted again, and, in re- 
sponse to a frantic plea, Captain 
Fried ordered a boat to put out. 


Chief Officer Robert Miller and 


a volunteer crew of seven struck 
out on their gallant errand. Their 
oars hardly had bitten once, when 
a wave like a fist punched their 
boat on end and dumped them into 
he sea. Two of the men never 
ivere seen again. 


For more than three days. Cap- 


ain Fried kept his ship close to 
.he stricken freighter until the sea 
lad abated and he could take the 
ntish seamen off. 
Two days less than three years 
ater, the America was speeding to 
tie rescue of the crew of the Flor- 
da.

Q We have been in the habit of 


bringing in crickets in the autumn 
and placing them in the crevices 
of the hearth so that we may en- 
joy their chirps in the winter. Now 
they tell us that they are destruc- 
tive. What is right? 


A. Crickets in numbers can be 


highly destructive. They will eat 
leather, fabrics, bookbindings, up- 
holstery and even masonry. 


Q. The fences of my farm are in 


disrepair. They were originally of 
wood but I have added wire here 
and there. Can I obtain a loan 
under the Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration modernization credit 
plan and put in permanent wire 
fencing thruout?

Other Vegetables. 


If she hadn't had premonition 


of family howls, she might have 
chosen any number of other home 
grown vegetables. Adams, Ante- 
lope, Buffalo, Cass, Dakota — in 
quantities 
— Dawes, Douglas, 


Washington, Scottsbluff, Lancas- 
ter, Otoe, Rock, Sarpy, Saunders, 
Gage, Greeley, Hall, Knox, and 
Madison would have sent onions. 
Douglas accounts for most of the 
squash. 
Seward, Douglas, and 


Custer concentrate rather well 
on commercial turnips. 


The watermelon pickles were 


made of melon brought. down 
from the farm of a friend in a 
hot August There are excellent 
growing regions between St. Paul 
and Grand Island and between 
Norfolk and Madison. The family 
g a r d e n - patch had struggled 
through with enough small cu- 
cumbers for the bread and but- 
ter pickles. 


"The fruit for the plum jelly 


had been purchased from a road- 
side stand of - a farmer friend 
with whom father did business, as 
had the apples for the other jelly. 
She had put in a sprig of her own 
rose geranium with the apples, 
because, while it was an old 
fashioned 
thought, the 
children 


liked it. While no one was pay- 
ing much attention to bread and 
butter, the butter was the product 
of 
one 
of 
Nebraska's 
most 


flourishing and increasing indus- 
tries. 


The fatal moment arrived with

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Hastings Woman's Photo Book Reveals Evolution Of Hoops And Button Shoes

N'THE hands of Miss Mar- 


garet Diemer of Hastings 


the old family album, whose 
plump gilt and plush bulk 
adorned yesterday's center- 
tables, is shedding its laugh- 
able ignominy and staging H 
"come-back" as a thing of his- 
torical interest and value—E 
photographically illustrated 
book of American costume. 


Ancestral photographs of 


Nebraska folk—reproductions 
of the daguerreotypes of the 
Grand Uncle Ephriams and 
the Grand Aunt Cassandra?, 
childhood tintypes and ambro- 
types of the Grandmother 
S m i t h s and Grandfather 
Browns and even the wedding 
photos of the 'Eighties, with 
father sitting and' mother 
standing — all are being col- 
lected, classified a n d ar- 
ranged in book form by Miss 
Diemer. 


Pictorial Pattern. 


Completed, the ' volume will 


trace pictorially the evolution o£ 
American costume as worn by 
men and women, boys and girls, 
during the period 1840-1914. 


A photographic record of cos- 


tume trends could not antedate 
1840, for it was in the spring of 
that year that the first daguerreo- 
type was made in this country by 
Professor John William Draper of 
the University of the City of New 
York. 


The French inventor, Joseph 


Daguerre, had announced his dis- 
covery 
and 
demonstrated 
the 


practicability of "limning like- 
nesses" in 1839—less than a year 
earlier. 
The two earliest photographs 


yet in Miss Diemer's album of 
costume photographs are dated 
1845. They were taken in New 
York state, where daguerreotypes 
were first made. Therefore, they 
are possibly among theN oldest 
photographs in this country, or, 
for that matter, in the world. 


Two Tears' Work. 


The family album at Hastings is 


not by any means complete, al- 
though Miss Diemer has given 
leisure time to its creation for 
about two years. It already con- 
tains hundreds of old pictures or 
reproductions ' of family photo- 
graphs. Almost daily it draws new 
material from a large box of old 


The old family album, which went into disrepute as we became socially conscious with the turn of the century, is gaining a, new distinction. A Hastings woman has turned one into a cycle of fashion, 
thereby making' it a choice possession. 


The book shows, as on the upper left, "females" of the fabulous forties discarding: crinoline and whalebonirigr and substituting steel hoops necessary to support the ever growing hulk of full gath- 
ered skirts—that evolved, through some curious metamorphosis, into the bustle, second from the left.

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Cattlemen, After Selling 470,000 Drouth Animals, View Future 
Hopefully]

S 


OME 470,000 cattle will 


have gone the "way ot 


all little doggies" when thi 
federal government complete 
its purchasing of drouth dis 
tressed animals in Nebraska 
shortly. 


As a result of the federal 


activities in Nebraska imme- 
diately 
following the 
'34 


drouth, which will probably 
go down in history as one of 
the most severe to ever visit 
this state, Nebraskans now 
are taking an inventory of 
their present cattle stock and 
wondering what the future 
holds in the way of "re- 
covery." 


Many Questions. 


How many cattle are left in 


Nebraska? Where has most of the 
purchasing been done? Are people 
generally satisfied with the action 
of the government in attempting 
to relieve distress? Have any good 
cattle been moved out 
of any 


counties? Can Nebraska recover 
its cattle population? 
Was the 


government, 
under 
the AAA, 


justified in buying cattle in this 
state? 


These and many other similar 


questions are upper most in the 
minds of thousands of people who 
have the welfare of the state at 
heart. They indicate 
that 
Ne- 


braskans are looking to the future 
and trying to 
forget 
the 1934 


catastrophe. With 72 per cent of 
the agricultural 'income 
of 
the 


state derived from the sale of cat- 
tle, hogs, sheep and other domes- 
tic animals, it is important that 
interest be focused on the future 
of the livestock industry. Past his- 
tory will repeat itself. 


Gramlich Is Authority. 


Prof. H. J. Gramlich, chairman 


of the animal husbandry depart- 
ment at the University of Ne- 
braska and state director of fed- 
eral cattle and sheep buying, can 
answer most questions regarding 
the purchasing of distressed ani- 
mals. Gramlich 
has 
been 
up 


against 
the "fire" 
for 
several 


months. So has W. W. Derrick, 
his assistant, 
and 
other 
field 


workers. Farmers and producers 
alike have seen the results of the 
drouth first-hand. They need no 
reminding that corn was almost 
a total failure in many areas and 
that pastures are burned. But to- 
day they are looking toward an- 
other year. 


Buying of cattle in Nebraska 


started July 5 in Rockville in 
Sherman county. It was then that 
federal officials foresaw the later 
effects of the drouth. Since that 
time, purchasing has been going 
steadily forward. 


Available 
figures show 
that 


buying has gone forward in prac- 
'tically every 
Nebraska county, 


with the exception of the north- 
eastern area. The most animals 
have come from 
Custer county 


with 45,679 moved out up until 
November 17. The second highest 
county is Cherry, with Valley 
third. Heavy buying has been 
concentrated in the central and 
south-central portions of the state.

Heavy Marketing. 


There 45 per cent of the cattle 


have been sold to the 
govern- 


ment. Large numbers have been 
marketed through private chan- 
nels also. Forty-four per cent of 
the cattle in

have been bought, 35 per cent in 
Custer, 40 per cent in. Webster, 
39 per cent in Garfield and 39 
per cent in Boyd. Other counties 
have high percentages also. These, 
it must be remembered, do not 
take into consideration the num- 
ber of cattle moved out of the 
counties via private channels. 


"Did conditions justify the pur- 


chasing of cattle in Nebraska in 
such large numbers," I asked Prof. 
Gramlich one day in his office on 
the second floor of animal hus- 
bandry hall at the college of agri- 
culture. 
Looking up at the sign hanging 


above his desk, which reads Busy, 
Be Brief," he leaned back in his 
chair and hurriedly told me about 
the situation as he viewed it. 


Market Speculation. 


"There has been considerable 


speculation as to what the market 
would have done last summer bad 
the government not been purchas- 
ing at the time the blasts of the 


hot winds were at their worst," he 
said. 
"Some feel that the open 


market would have depreciated on 
cows and other grass stock to such 
an extent that producers would 
have discontinued shipping and in 
many instances the animals would 
have died." 


Gramlich explained that there is 


another school of thought that 
contends that had the government 
not entered the cattle buying pic- 
ture, some means would have been 
devised to keep the market on a 
fairly satisfactory basis. Nobody 
would say what would have hap- 
pened. "However, past experience 
would lead most of us to believe 
that the former would probably 
have been the case," he added. 


One, however, doesn't have to 


take Gramlich's word for it that 
the situation was serious and still 
remains so in many communities. 
Rural inhabitants living in drouth- 
stricken areas know the facts. A 
brief survey in .central Nebraska 
where the drouth seemed to pre- 
vail more strongly than in other 
sections brings some light to the 
picture. 
There lies some of the

Progressing further ^up in the 


central and more tothe north, fur- 
ther justfcaton for the buying is 
observed at Burwell, county seat 
of Garfield county. This western 
town, known throughout the mid- 
dlewest for its rodeos," has done a 
lively cattle shipping business in 
recent months. More than 400 
freight carloads have been shipped 
out of there over one raikoad. 
Eighteen counties have shipped 
20.000 head of cattle from that 
point. Cattle were moved to the 
sandhill area north of Burwell 
early in the year for pasture in 
hopes that roughages would be 
available at home in the fall. 
When this failed to materialize 
the cattle had to be sold.

Probably about 60,000 cat- 
tle will be on hand next spring in 
one of the largest beef producing 
areas of Nebraska. 


Some good cattle have been '• 


shipped out of this county, Agri- 
cultural Agent M. L. Gould says. 
However, farmers have conserved 
every bit of roughage possible. 
Trench silos are in abundance. A 
non-stock feed cooperative is at- 
tempting to ship in feed for farm- 
ers. Peculiar though as it may 
seem, Gould says the cheapest 
fed shipped in this year came 
from Oregon. 


Situation General.

Two Million Head. 


With such distressed conditions, 


it is obvious that cattle numbers 
on January 1 next, will be small- 
er than at the corresponding time 
of this year. Prof. Gramlich be- 
lieves cattle stocks will number 
around 2,000,000 at 
that 
time. 


Upon glancing back through rec- 
ords, it is interesting to note that 
on January 1, 1928, Nebraska had 
approximately 1.750,000 head of 
cattle. Since that time numbers 
have increased at the rate of 100,- 
000 per year or a total of ap- 
proximately 750,000. 


History, however, tells us there 


have been fewer cattle in Nebras- 
ka before. It even indicates that 
there will probably be about as 
many on hand January 1 as on 
January 1.

ated by the FERA in Nebraska, aided in stretching the federal relief dollar further, as well as pro- 
viding work relief for persons needing assistance. Miss Helen McGinnis was the FERA nutritionist 
in charge of the Norfolk center.

Designed to make the federal 


relief dollar stretch farther as 
•well as to promote employment 
and self-help for JCebraskans on 
relief, the canning centers oper- 
ated through the Federal Emerg- 
ency Relief administration during 
the summer and fall months have, 
with one exception, put their 
paring knives away, stored their 
pressure 
cookers, 
and 
turned 


their surplus cans over to the In- 
dians sn the Winncbago vicinity 
for use in canning FERA beef. 


These canning centers were 


reminiscent of pioneer days in 
Jvebraska when the housewives 


i of various communities used to 
get together to put up sweet com, 


j choke-cherries, and other vege- 


i tables and fruits for winter use. 
jThe same spirit of co-operation 
jand neighborliness was to be 
found in these emergency relief 
"canneries, and as a result of the 
contacts and friendships made. 
relief families in several com- 
munities are planning to carry on 
this neighboriiness ;n recreational 
! pursuits such as entertainments 
and dances pianned and manned 
entirely by relief people. 


Due to ihc drouth which played 


havo£ with gardens and orchards, 
the canning centers were pre- 
vented from playing as large a 
part in the relief program as 
State Administrator R o w l a n d 
Haynes and his assistants had in- 
tended lasl spring. Only seven 
centers were operated instead of 
the 3^ or more originally planned. 
This shortage will mean an added 
expense of at least $250,000 which 
must be paid out for food stuffs 
for families on relief, over what 
would need to be spent had nor- 
mal moisture conditions prevailed. 


Up to early November when all 


but one of the centers had ceased 
to operate, more than 200.000 
cans of vegetable and fruits had 
been canned. In view of 
the 


shortage of produce available, 
Miss Florence Atwood, nutrition 
supervisor of the Nebraska ERA, 
under 
whose 
department 
the 


supervision of canning centers 
fell, is of the opinion that an ex- 
cellent Record was made. Field 
supervisors of the nutrition de- 
partment in several instances de- 
voted the:r entire time during the 
canning season to managing the 
centers, and so efficient was th;s 
management that less than 50 
cans were discarded because^ of

spoilage out of the thousands ol 
cans put up. 


The only center now operating 


is the one at Falls City where 
2.000 bushels of apples are being 
canned. Other centers were oper- 
ated at Norfolk, South Sioux City, 


I Bridgeport Lyman. Mitchell and 
Gcring. The concentration of four 
of the seven plants in the Scotts- 
bluff vicinity was due to the fact 
that the valley is irrigated. A re- 
lief garden at Falls City had to 
be replanted three times, but a 
fair amount of garden produce 
was finally obtained through per- 
sistent effort 


In addition to these canning 


centers, hundreds of thousands of 
cans of beef have been put up at 
packing plants under contract or 
operated by the FERA. Meat is 
still being canned and otherwise 
processed for consrnption by rc- 
l.'ef families in the stale. 


The seven vegetable and fruit 


canning centers have given em- 
ployment to more than 600 per- 
sons, mostly women, on relief, 
and have served AS valuable and 
efficient work-rclicl projects, bo'li 
from the standpoint <>' the peoph 
themselves and the -.vorfc and r«*-

What has come over Russia? Red army 


officers are learning dancing and other social 
accomplishments. The government is encour- 
aging the army officers to learn the social^ 
arts and cultivate fine manners. Is Russia 
turning into a nation of playboys ? 


A demand has arisen in Chicago for a. 


third year for the world's fair. Chicago mer- 
chants and hotel men know a good thing when 
It is thrust under their eyes, and they are in- 
sisting that the "I will" spirit be again in- 
yoked. Wrecking of the buildings has been 
stopped until it can be ascertained where the 
two and a. half millions necessary to reopen 
the institution can be secured. The fair barely 
paid expenses this year, and the chances are 
ftgainst its paying its way a third year. 


A speed of eighty miles an hour has 


been declared safe and legal in Iowa where no 
arbitrary speed law exis;.s but where the rule 
of reason takes the place of limitations on 
speed. Tests made by the state engineering 
college show that a car traveling eighty miles 
per hour can be stopped in 500 feet. If the 
road is clear a thousand feet ahead' the 
driver is within the law if he holds his machine 
at eighty miles per hour, for he has a margin 
of safety of half that distance. 


The plan of broadcasting proceedings in 


the case against Hauptmann has been con- 
demned by the New York bar. Publicity in 
(criminal procedure is often desirable but to 
obtain it by this means involves the sacrifice 
of judicial deocrum and solemnity. The law- 
yers would be talking into the-microphone for 
the benefit of the listeners rather than the 
jury and the result would be an extended trial, 
Invasion of the case by many improper influ- 
ences and justice of doubtful character. 


A movement is being pushed in France 


•which urges people to dress well at all times. 
This is not a project of the clothiers. It is 
based on an established psychological princi- 
ple. If a person is well dressed he is inclined 
to forget his troubles. Proper, neat attire has 
the effect of buoying up the spirits of the 
•wearer; just as a hair wave raises the spirits 
of the depressed woman. If the depression is 
psychological rather than real, then perhaps 
the way out is thru the application of psy- 
chology. 


The governor-general of the Irish free 


state has refused King George's invitation to 
attend the wedding of, the Duke of Kent and 
Princes Marina, but no insult was intended. 
The governor-general is a man of simple 
tastes who dislikes ceremonies. Many persons 
who would give half they owned for an invi- 
tation will be unable to understand this atti- 
tude but the king, who is himself a man of 
simple tastes, probably wishes that he did not 
have to go thru with his part of it. Being 
lung, however, he cannot be excused. 


Kansas City medical men are puzzled by 


a woman patient in a hospital there who has 
been changing color with surprising rapidity 
and effect. Starting ,with a light blue cast 
to her skin, the color changed to purple, red 
and brown. This woman with the "rainbow" 
skin should be an attractive addition to any 
home. She would brighten up the premises. 
Moreover, if she could change color at will, 
she should find the talent of much satisfac- 
tion to herself, since she could adopt a color 
suitable for the background in which she 
found herself, suitable to- her gown or mood. 


Dr. Robert Ley, Chancellor Hitler's trade 


union commissioner, has decreed eternal ban- 
ishment of the time clock, introduced in Ger- 
many from the United States. In his an- 
nouncenfent he also referred to the United 
States as a bad influence for the introduction 
of this and other "soulless" labor systems. 
There will be many who would give the doc- 
tor's order approval were it not for the fact 
that he has instituted a system which is more 
universal and probably worse. A national sys- 
tem of morning bugle calls rallies the German 
laborers. The bugle, hated reminder of the 
military system, is to take the place of the 
time clock. 


The Swedish government has announced 


that it Is preparing a proposal for the coming 
session of the Riksdag to effect more thoro 
control of Swedish arms manufacture. This 
proposal will be pushed thru during the next 
session. It 
has not been definitely decided 


•whether the plan •will include complete nation- 
alization or will be heJd to the licensing of 
private manufacture. Sweden has 
long- and 


successfully maintained complete neutrality. 
Yet Sweden ranks with the great powers in 
the exportation of arms. The government, 
however. Is more interested in world peace 
than in the perpetuation of this prosperous 
business and is anxious that some •worldwide 
steps be taken to control arms manufacture. 
Even if no such steps are taken, Sweden in- 
tends to go thru with the control proposal. 


Flower island, once a real island in the 


Missouri but nor?- a part oi the Icrsva main- 
land, near Sloan, Ia^ is one of those lost bits 
of land that no governmental subdivision 
claims. Whims of the river account for many 
of these problems. Bits oi land are first at- 
iatucd to one shore and then to the other and 
sometimes left stranded in the middle. Flower 
i^nd, the home of a «corc of {squatters, has 
juried tn its freedom in the past- Residents 
have paid no IAXCS and have r<ot bwn inter- 
fered with by authorities. But now that time? 
are difficult the lack of ties with established 


authority is being keenly felt. 
Mainland 


schools refuse to accept the children and the 
residents cannot afford to maintain a school. 
Three of the residents have become indigent 
and the neighbors have to bear that added 
burden. 
Neither Iowa nor Nebraska has 


shown any great interest In the plot of land. 
The freedom of Flower island has become a 
curse to the residents. An appeal to federal 
authorities brought aid only after the relief 
authorities solved the problem by declaring 
residents of that place "homeless" and e.xtend- 
ing them relief as transients. 


THANKSGIVING DRAWS NEAR. 


The first touch of winter heralds the ap- 


proach of Thanksgiving and the holiday sea- 
son. Already holly bordered checks have been 
distributed among those who were fortunate 
enough and thrifty enough to keep up a 
Christmas savings account thruout the past 
year. The store windows are filled with entic- 
ing gifts and displays of tempting foods are 
to be seen. * The-brisk air, the trappings of 
the holiday season, and the spirit that per- 
vades the land, create a feeling of good cheer 
and kindliness that is not duplicated at any 
other season. 


The country has entered the Thanksgiving 


season several successive times under the 
shadow of depression. Conditions have been 
such for several years that it has been diffi- 
cult to become truly thankful. 


It is something to be grateful for, is it 


not, 
that we are here to again celebrate 


Thanksgiving. At the very worst everyone 
who is alive today has been able to find suf- 
ficient food, clothing and shelter to perpetu- 
ate life and make another Thanksgiving sea- 
son possible for himself. And, generally speak- 
ing, people have not been reduced to those ex- 
tremes. 
. 


Prosperity has not come during the past 


year. Drouth has afflicted the middle west. 
The effects of the depression have been com- 
plicated by ^the unfortunate crop situation in 
this part of the country. Yet during the past 
year the people have exhibited an unusual in- 
terest in the welfare of their neighbors thru 
the medium of their government. The coun- 
try has maintained its balance to a remark- 
able degree, aid has been extended to those 
that needed it, and unusual steps have been 
taken to make the lot of the farmer more en- 
joyable. • 


The world has been blessed with contin- 


ued peace. Save for small and isolated con- 
flicts, the needless shedding of human blood 
has long been stopped. After all, the dark 
days of depression are not even comparable 
with the dark days that come*with war. The 
nation is at peace with the world. That is, in- 
deed, much for which to be thankful. 


TAXATION 
LEGISLATION. 


Most important of all legislation that 


will come before the legislature at its coming 
session will be that which has tc/do with tax- 
ation. Income tax bills, sales tax bills and 
others minor in character are sure to,, be fed 
into the hopper. There will also be bills to 
shift taxation. What will finally be enacted 
into law depends in a large measure upon the 
intelligence with which the legislature acts 
and the amount of the information that it 
possesses. Organizations and individuals in the 
state who pay taxes must make it their busi- 
ness to see that the members are fully in- 
formed on all phases. We do not, for instance, 
want to make the mistake Iowa did, when it 
lifted 10 millions a year off the shoulders of 
real estate owners and placed ^nearly twice 
that amount on the shoulders of everybody. 


The opinion is held by men who have in- 


vestigated expenditures in the various counties 
of the state that before any new taxes are 
voted upon the people further steps should 
be taken to reduce present wastes in the ex- 
penditures of public moneys. 


It might interest taxpayers generally to 


know that in their opinion half the tax mon- 
eys in the counties are wasted, largely by. ig- 
norant buying and thru the failure of concen- 
trating purchases in the'hands of one man. 
Governor Herring of Iowa expressed a similar 
opinion, and the remedy he suggests is a cen- 
tral purchasing agent. Here is a matter into 
which legislators should inquire as a matter 
of fact-finding. 


Federal figures published last March 


show that excluding the expenditures of pro- 
ceeds of bond issues the people of Nebraska 
paid 90 millions in taxes in 1932. This figure 
includes gasoline taxes and federal moneys 
spent in the state on various projects. The 
fact is the tax burden has become confisca- 
tory for many property owners. The legisla- 
ture needs to be shown that it must take steps 
to prevent that confiscation spreading to all 
of us. 


TRAGEDIES OF THE ROAD. 
An unusual number of serious highway 


accidents have taken place in Nebraska in the 
past few months. Various causes have con- 
tributed to bring these about, but one cause 
stands out because of its frequency and the 
serious results that follow. Cars parked either 
on the concrete slab or parked off the slab but 
so near to it that crashes take place, have sent 
some- to their graves and many others to hos- 
pitals in recent months. 


Car trouble frequently makes it neces- 


sary for cars to stop" on the highways. When 
a car stops on a busy highway it not only is 
in danger of being wrecked but it also pre- 
sents a menace to other cars on the road. The 
real trouble is that stops on a busy highway 
cannot be avoided at times. 


Bright tail lights on such cars help to 


prevent accidents. An approaching car driver 
is often blinded by bright lights and must 
drive thru a spot in the road where visi- 
bility is very low. Nevertheless a bright red 
light will show thru, if not obscured by those 
around the car standing between the light and 
approaching cars. Because of such n light's 
value as an accident preventive the law mak- 
ing it necessary to carry such a light should 
be rigidly eniored. 


On toany highways the level grade at the 


side of the concrete slab is not wide enough to 
accommodate a car. so some portion of a 
stopped <-=»• often occupies a part of the slab 
width. Cars meeting at that point are short 
of passing room. • 


Avoidance of such accidents are entirely 


up to users of the road. Many accidents are 
prevented by care taken. 
Many result from 


carelessness Driving at such sptfd that a 
stop cannot be made within the limits of vision 
way be followed by tragic consequences. 


MORE OR LESS PERSONAL. 


A Nebraska paper made a serious error 


in announcing the date and train for the ar- 
rival of Santa Glaus in that town. It was 
necessary to run a correction item the next 
day, put it in black faced type and give it top 
of column, first page position. It had been 
announced that he would arrive on Tuesday, 
Nov. 
27, when as a matter of fact he was 


scheduled to arrive on Friday, Nov. 30. A good 
many years ago the regular date for his ar- 
rival was sometime near that midnight that 
separates Dec. 24 from Dec. 25. Then he tra- 
veled by sleigh, and when he arrived at a 
home he chose the chimney as an entrance 
way, so the family would not be disturbed. 


Earl Marvin of Beatrice stakes his repu- 


tation as a prophet on land values. "Just 
watch and see," he urges, "fifty years hence, 
if my prediction is not right. The owner of 
a patch of ground will again be considered 
well off." Hyde Sweet of Nebraska City also 
essays a. prophetic role, but he does not ask 
us to wait fifty years to determine whether 
he is right. Fifty days is enough time for him. 
"There will be a big fight in the legislature 
for a liberalized liquor law," he says. "Legis- 
lators will be feted and cozened this year as 
never before. Keep your eyes-on Lincoln and 
you will see a show." 


A Nebraska trucker, who had been east 


with a load, tells of uneven corn prices. "I 
stopped at several farms in Iowa," he says, 
"trying to buy a load of corn. The price 
seemed a bit high. I crossed into Nebraska, 
found a farmer with surplus corn who was 
willing to sell and I bought. I got it for three 
cents under the Iowa price and saved more 
than a hundr.ed miles of hauling." 


Stabilizing the Missouri river, a big job 


the government has been working on for some 
time, will bring up a. few problems to be met, 
just as permanent changes always bring with 
them problems. Down in Richardson county 
there is a strip of fine river bottom land that 
in the past has been in danger every year of 
being shunted to the east aide of the meander- 
ing stream. 
In the memory of man it has 


been on both sides of the river, and oftener 
the land has been cut into, much of it washed 
away and in later years it has been built up 
by the same power that destroyed and new 
acreage has been added to the farms. Whether 
the land is a part of Nebraska or a part of 
Missouri is the question and people much in- 
terested will bring the matter before the legis- 
lature this winter to see, if something can be 
done toward fixing its location. 
With the 


river channel confined to one location the land 
will become more valuable and it will be more 
important to know where it belongs. 


"This land rightfully belongs to Richard- 


son county and Nebraska," says the Falls City 
Journal, "but because the question has never 
been definitely settled', this county loses taxes, 
roads cannot be built, frequently arguments 
over schools arise and a thousand and one 
other questions, including the question of title 
to the land, keep the section in constant tur- 
moil." That paper wants a commission ap- 
pointed to confer with Missouri over the 
tion of where the land belongs. 


Some are worrying about what can be 


done with the legislative chamber that will not 
be used when Nebraska goes from two houses 
to one, two years hence. Several suggestions 
have been made and one is that there should 
be no hurry about finding a use for that great 
room, because serious need for it may be 
found in the future. 


All eyes will be on Nebraska when the 


one house legislature begins action. It will be 
an experiment in government, notwithstanding 
it has been tried in the past. Now that the de- 
cision has been made those who opposed the 
plan are hoping that the greatest and best 
use may be made of it. If it proves to be the 
best form of legislative machinery it will stay. 
If it develops serious defects, if it is not fitted. 
for the work that must be performed, it 'will 
lose favor quickly after a fair trial. One im- 
portant matter is that all the nation will be 
watching Nebraska legislative efforts in the 
next few years. 


The department of agriculture is making 


a careful study of nut bearing trees. It wants 
to find trees for farmers' use which are not 
only ornamental shade trees but which are 
useful aa well. If-suitable strains can be de- 
veloped or producing trees can be produced 
by grafting, this double purpose will be served. 
Black walnut trees serve this double purpose 
in eastern Nebraska, but it would be ad- 
vantageous to have faster growing stock avail- 
able.

it ever attempts to raise money to pay a pen- 
sion of that size. 


Probably the huskiest man in the com- 


munity was asked, just before the meeting, 
what he would do if he found it necessary to 
spend that much money every month. He 
thought it would be easy. "I would hire a 
body guard," he said. "It might be necessary 
to hire a body guard if a man was going to 
carry around $200." Of course the salary of 
the body guard would take care of part of the 
expenditure, and that would make work for 
men who could qualify for the place. 
The 


money would start circulating rapidly. 


One wanted to know what would happen 


if a. pensioner fell down on the job of spend- 
ing that much money, after making an honest 
effort. The answers were not based on unques- 
tioned authority, but it seemed to be con- 
ceded that if a pensioner was found with a 
fourth of the money unspent when the month 
ended, that amount would be deducted from 
his next month's check. One lady, very much 
in favor of the plan, thought she would build 
a little modern home, pay for it in monthly in- 
stalments, and when she got that job done 
would buy herself some new clothing. "And I 
would not stint myself in the buying," she is 
reported as saying. "I would pay good prices 
and get the best and for the first time in my 
life I would own the roof over my head and 
would have such clothing as I desired to wear." 


In the audience were some taxpayers. 


They had gone there to hear and to form 
opinions. They were told the burden on them 
would not be great because the money would 
be raised by a 10 percent sales tax and the 
pensioners themselves would pay 10 percent 
of the amount. The rich are heavy buyers and 
they would pay a big part. The money would 
go into circulation and make good times and 
everybody would b'e pleased to pay high 
prices plus the sales tax. It would be a sort 
of rotating affair in which everybody would 
be benefited and not one would lose. 


Of course this pension business follows 


the trend of all pensions. It grows big. With 
something like 10 millions elegible the annual 
bill would be something like 20 to 24 billions 
a year, adding a sum to be collected every 
year equal to the present national debt. That 
is supposing, of course, that the present gov- 
ernment machinery would handle the business 
of collecting and paying out—which it would 
not. Even if it should do that a considerable 
expense for extra help •would be incurred and 
there would be an enormous addition to the 
present government payroll, which is now 
showing symptoms of elephantiasis. 


Only sordid, practical men of money 


seemed to be opposed to this plan. The kill- 
joy, it seems, is always present. He wants to 
know where the money is to come from to pay 
the bills, while other people are interested 
only in getting the pension and spending the 
money. Some of these killjoys, we are told by 
car salesmen, actually try to figure out where 
the money to pay for it is to come from be- 
fore they buy a new car. 


The tenant of one Lincoln woman who 


has a number of houses on her hands in these 
dull days, was getting behind •with her rent- 
Tbe lady landlord questioned the tenant's abil- 
ity to pay, "Oh, that will be easy." she was 
told. "A few days ago a man was here who 
told me that it would not be IOTIJT before I 
would be getting 5200 a month from the gov- 
ernment and the check ought to be along- any 
day now. All I had to do was to sign his 
petition."1

Grateful for the small harvest from the 


newly broken acres in a country yet alien and 
strange, the somberly clad men and women 
met together .to acknowledge the boon given 
them. 


They had been in this new land less than 


a twelvemonth. 


Home it was to be, but home it yet was 


not. 
Home, ,made of loved ones and memories 


and companionship, was very far away. They 
hadn't known happiness always in the pleas- 
ant places of their births, but longing wrapped 
many calm hours in a rosy sheath, kindly cov- 
ered grayer days of misunderstanding and 
persecution. This place of bitter sun and rack- 
ing cold was a refuge only. 


They were lonely, lonely for those across 


the sea. They were hungry, hungry for mo- 
ments that never could be recaptured. They 
were fearful. Odd and sometimes hostile na- 
tives harassed them, took their little stores. 
Sickness of a too bitter shore snatched at 
them. Death was a colonist They were stoic- 
ally doubtful. Freedom was sweet, but freedom 
demanded such payment. They were tired. 


But when Governor Bradford called them 


together to rejoice with praise and with 
prayer, they came. They were thankful for the 
gift of food, for the grains in the bins and the 
roots in the cellars. No man knew how many 
in that thin assemblage would never see the 
spring, but each one had justified his cormnpr, 
had plowed and sowed and harvested, and that 
much of life was secure. 


Faith had brought them a weary journey. 


Food was in their homes. And they were 
there in grateful ^thanksgiving. That they 
might have the one, they had endured harrow- 
ing hardship; the other meant that they might 
continue; this worship as they believed in it.

That was 313 years ago. America has 


had its Thanksgiving in drouth, and a drouth 
ended as prayers were said. It had found rea- 
son for praise in the Revolution. The first of 
the days as we know it was proclaimed in 
the darker days of the Civil war. Each year's 
faith in some divine power and acknowledge- 
ment that it has kept us thru another year 
blend into the annual Thanksgiving day. 


Optimism is a word that has incurred a 


curious dislike. Lightly speaking, those look- 
ing on the bright side of life should be the fav- 
ored ones. The frowns should be the awards 
to those who see the cloud before the silver 
lining. The easy, placid, accepting back slapper 
with never a scowl, with never a mood, with 
never a doubt should have social precedence 
over all his brethren. 


But most of us avoid life's Pollyannas at 


all costs. They are. public menaces. They leave 
a half dozen new cynics behind them. Where 
o^ne was tinged but lightly with gloom earlier, 
the optimist's passing turns a delicately gray 
personality into one of permanent purple. The 
Cheshire cat grin, the perpetual tin-bright out- 
look, and the gay world at the crack of dawn 
have made more pessimists than all the holes 
in the world output of doughnuts. 


And yet, optimism is the color of Ameri- 


can life. It is the leaven. It is the motor. 


Without it, the story of America might 


never have been written. It created settlement. 
It kept men and women here. It encouraged 
them to labor and to suffer. It spurred them 
to seek victory in defeat. It motivated them to 
make the last frantic effort toward success- 
ful living.

A majority of in- 
dividuals in this congress may 
prefer that the president go this 
way or go that—but, so far as 
can now be seen, they will follow 
wherever he leads. 


Some In Name Only. 


In the senate that will meet in 


January there will be twenty-five 
republicans—only twenty-five out 
of a total of ninety-six. Of these, 
several are republicans in not 
much more than the sense that the 
letter "R" comes after their names 
in the 
congressional directory. 


Five are men whose views on 
public affairs are typified to the 


public mind by Mr. Norris of Ne- 
braska and Mr. Frazier of North 
Dakota, for example. 


By and large these would be 


more apt to support radical parts 
of the New Deal than to oppose 
them. Four more belong to the 
left of the center of the spectrum 
of political thought—such 
Sena- 


tors as Hiram Johnson of Cali- 
fornia and Couzens of Michigan. 
This leaves only sixteen out of 
ninety-six senators who 
can be 


described as republican in the 
sense' that, for example, Senator 
David Reed, of Pennsylvania is a 
republican. 


May Be Smaller. 


Indeed it is doubtful if the num- 


ber is as large as sixteen. Of 
these several are inert in convic- 
tion and not vocal in debate. Al- 
most it could be said that 
there 


are not in. the senate ten men 
whom the country would think of 
as republican senators in the con- 
servative sense that term has 
meant in the past With Mr. Reed 
of Pennsylvania 
defeated, they 


are deprived of the best intellec- 
tual leadership they had in the 
recent congress, and now have no 
one equal to Mr. Reed to head 
them in debate. Thus we can 
dispose of the republicans as a 
force in the senate. 


It is an odd condition: The re- 


publicans, in this month's 
elec- 


tion, seem to have cast more than 
12,000.000 votes to the democrats' 
15,000.000. That is, the republi-

Party Difference Bt*. 


As between republicans and 


democrats in the senate, there are 
twenty-five of the 
former 
and 


sixty-nine of the latter. (There is 
one Farmer-labor senator, Mr. 
Shipstead of Minnesota; and one 
senator labeled "Progressive," Mr. 
LaFollette, who > has 
given that 


name to the party he has recently 
organized in Wisconsin.) As be- 
tween republicans and democrats, 
then, the democrats are in enorm- 
ous majority. But the names of 
the two old parties have come to 
have little meaning. The real di- 
vision is between conservative and 
the opposite of conservative, 
be- 


tween political right and political 
left. 


Of the sixty-nine democratic 


senators, about fourteen are fairly 
to be called radicals, some of 
them extreme radicals, some of 
them merely eccentrics. These in- 
clude Senato- Huey Long of Louis- 
iana, who thinks of himself as a 
potential "man on horseback" of 
almost the French revolution type: 
Theodore G. Bilbo of Mississippi, a 
somewhat less forceful and less 
resourceful-Huey Long; Lewis B. 
Schwellenbach of Washington, who 
seems to be more Upton Sinclair 
than Sinclair himself; Rush Holt 
of West Virginia, whom the con- 
servative democrats of that state 
think of as a socialist, and so on. 
To say there are fourteen demo- 
crats in this category of radicals 
and eccentrics is probably an ex- 
aggeration. 


Fully fifty-five of the demo- 


crats are what everybody under- 
stands by the classification "con- 
servative"—such men, to mention 
a few typical examples, as Walsh 
and Coolidge of Massachusetts; 
the new Senator Guffey, of Penn- 
sylvania, who will be as thor- 
oughgoing an upholder of the 
right of private property and of 
business conducted for the profit 
motive as the republican Senator 
David Reed whom he defeated; 
Glass and Byrd of Virginia, both 
so conservative that they have 
vigorously and forthrightly crit- 
icized some parts of the New 
Deal; George, of Georgia, who is 
as staunch a supporter of the 
constitution as any man in either 
party who ever sat in the senate. 


Some of these fifty-five con- 


servative democrats are eminent 
lawyers like Senator George, or 
men long distinguished in public

It was only natural 
that the accusation should be de- 
nied, and some tangible evidence 
offered that the denial was bona 
fide. 
Reverse of. Expected. 


When the election resulted in 


the complete rout of this right- 
wing opposition, however, there 
were many who expected the era 
of mollification to end. The presi- 
dent was seen as having received 
a clear mandate from the voters 
to go on and on, spending, experi- 
menting, riding, roughshod over 
the old conceptions of economics. 


What actually happened, how- 


ever, represents almost the exact 
reverse of that rather general ex- 
pectation. 


Significant Conferences. 


Instead of proclaiming a great 


victory for liberalism, Mr. Roose- 
velt says nothing about the elec- 
tion but begins a series of sig- 
nificant conferences with business 
men. 


Instead of announcing a sweep- 


ing program of social legislation, 
he asks for unemployment insur- 
ance only. 


Instead of intensifying govern- 


ment spending, he drops repeated 
hints that it is time to curtail. 


Cements Entente. 


Instead 
of bringing forward 


some new breath-taking proposal 
which might frighten capital, he 
cements a sort of entente with 
soth banking and industry, leav- 
ing organized labor puzzled and 
wondering. 
In short, the developments at 


Washington since the 
election 


lave represented a continuation 
and acceleration of the trend 
which became so apparent a 
month before election 4ay. 


That circumstance is not lost on 


business leaders. They are not so 
prone now, as they' were before 
the votes were in, to discount, on 
the possible ground of urgent 
political expediency, the concilia- 
tory words spoken by Washington. 


Business On Inside'. 


In assessing the real significance 


of the new era of better feeling 
between business and the admin-' 
istration, it is worth remembering 
that hard-headed industrialists do 
not usually map a course of actiqn 
on the basis of surface indica- 
tions only. 
Whatever he has done publicly 


to placate the right whig, Mr. 
Roosevelt also has talked very 
privately with various important 
financial figures. 


Moley Active. 


'So have his aides, particularly 


Dr. Ray Moley, who has been busy 
in New York. 
Under the new 


regime NRA has repealed the 
goldfish bowl philosophy of Gen.

To a larger degree than, ever 


before in this administration, bus- 
iness now is in a position to have 
inside information.

The facts 
are, however, that the Soviet's 
credit is better and her position 
is stronger among the family of 
nations today than at any time 
since the war.

'Taradox" Borah. 


Borah of Idaho must be put 


down in history as one of the 
great 
paradoxes 
of 
American 


politics. 


He has, as William Jennings 


Bryan had, an almost incredible 
faculty of making himself heard 
in situations where his voice, by 
every orthodox calculation, would 
be least expected to be audible. 


For 30 years the democratic 


party listened when Bryan spoke, 
even at those periods when his 
personal fortunes were lowest, 
when the rank and file complete- 
ly disagreed with him and refused 
to follow him. 


Now again Borah has the re- 


publican party listening. He re- 
fuses to abide by party discipline, 
attend party caucuses, or cam- 
paign under party auspices. 


Yet whose views on party re- 


organization and party leadership 
are attracting most attention and 
provoking most comment in the 
wake of the election? 


The views of Borah of Idaho. 


Stirs Up Discussion. 


This does not prove that his ad- 


vice is likely to be followed by 
the party. It seldom, has been, 
in all the years of his great prom- 
inence. 


His fame as a legislator rests 


most solidly on his power of re- 
sistance. 
It is hard to recall a single 


major piece of legislation which 
bears his name. 
But the con- 


gressional record is strewn with 
references 
to 
"Borah 
amend- 


ments," some of which 
were 


adopted. 


League Action. 


His most sustained feat of resist- 


ance was performed when the 
League of Nations treaty was be- 
fore the senate. Time and again, 
when the contending factions ap- 
peared near a compromise which 
would have ratified the treaty, it 
was Borah who threw into the de- 
bate some coy word, some adroit 
question which started the quarrel 
all over again. 


The man's power to stir up dis- 


cussion, to set people to thinking 
and debating, has appeared some- 
times almost beyond human belief. 


Now he has done it again. Just 


when so many politicians were 
sighing in relief, 
believing the 


election had settled everything, a 
voice scarcely heard at all during 
the campaign has reopened the 
whole case. 


"Star" Of Show. 


Borah is credited by some who 


know him with a still-lingering 
aspiration to sit in the White 
House. Some speak of him as a 
possible rallying-point for the scat- 
tered republican legions. 


Such a suggestion manifestly is 


out of harmony with the whole 
background of the man. To sit in 
the driver's seat would be a new 
experience for him. 
Some ques- 


tion whether he would like it. 


Naturally, he has made many 


enemies in the course of his cam- 
paigning. To unite the party be- 
hind him he would have to over- 
come the resentment of those 
right-wingers whom he has har- 
ried for so long, and likewise the 
resentment of those left-wingers 
whom he refused to join in their 
great Theodore Roosevelt bolt in 
1912. 
Overcoming 
resentments 


never has been his forte. 


But whatever happens later. 


Borah is, for the moment, the star 
of the republican show. That is 
because he is Borah. 


life, like Senator Glass. A con- 
siderable number, comparatively 
unknown to the public, have the 
type of mind of men who, in 
s m a l l e r communities, become 
county judges. All are conserva- 
tive in the sense that they have 
a traditional regard for the con- 
stitution, complete belief in the 
right of citizens to acquire prop- 
erty and be protected in the pos- 
session of it, thoroughgoing sup- 
port of the theory of an industrial 
system based on profit 
as a 


motive. 
Most Reasonably 
Conservative. 


These 
fifty-five 
conservative 


democrats added to, let us say, 
fifteen conservative republicans, 
make seventy reasonably conser- 
x-ative senators out of a total of 
ninety-six. 


I have described some seventy 


senators as being conservative in 
the sense that they believe in the 
familiar A m e r i c a n traditions 
about social and industrial or- 
ganization. 


The words "conservative" and 


"radical" are used, however, in a 
second sense, the sense having to 
do with fiscal matters. As re- 
spects inflation, as respects large 
appropriations for public works 
or for relief of unemployment as 
respects early balancing of the 
budget, the ratio between conser- 
vatives and radicals in the senate 
would not be the same. 


Varying Attitudes. 


Probably a little more than 


half the senate would be willing 
to vote for certain types of in- 
flation—though this would de- 
pend on whether business recov- 
ery is long postponed, and ths 
temptation to inflate therefore 
continues. Probably considerably 
more than half would vote for 
the 
soldiers' 
bonus. 
Probably 


many more than half would vote 
for large appropriations for pub- 
lic works or for relief of unem- 
ployment—this, again, is depend- 
ent on whether business recovery 
is long postponed and the reason 
for relief and public works con- 
tinues. 


A majority of the senate would 


vote for unorthodox fiscal meas- 
ures, but not two-thirds. And the 
distinction between a simple ma- 
jority and two-thirds brings us to 
the fundamental fact of all. The 
senate as a whole, more than it 
will do anything else, will follow 
the president. If the president sets 
his face against 
inflation 
and 


other fiscally unorthodox meas- 
ures, if he vetos such measures 
or lets it be known in advance 
that he will veto them—in that 
event the senate will not enact 
them. It takes two-thirds to enact 
inflation or the bonus or any 
other measure over the president's 
veto, and there will hardly be 
two-thirds to over-ride President 
Roosevelt on any measure what- 
ever. 


Other Attitudes. 


To sum up: Some seventy out 


of ninety-six senators are con- 
servative on matters 
involving 


radical departure in form of gov- 
ernment or of social organization. 
As to radical 
fiscal 
measures, 


probably half or slightly more of 
the senate would be radical if, 
when the senate 
is in session, 


business recovery is still post- 
poned and the temptation to radi- 
cal fiscal measures therefore ex- 
ists. But under hardly any con- 
ditions would there be the two- 
thirds majority that would be nec- 
essary to overcome a veto by the 
president 


As to. everything the 
Senate 


may do, every sort of measure 
fiscal or social, this generalization 
can be made, the senate is likely 
to follow the president. If 
the 


president leans toward the con- 
servative 
or 
middle-g r o u n d 


course, the senate will follow him, 
and be happy to follow him. If 
the president should take the rad- 
ical course, the senate would still 
follow him, though less happily, 
with greater violence to the sen- 
ators' individual consciences. 


Since the senate, and congress 


as a whole, is likely to follow the 
president whatever way he leads, 
the question becomes, which di- 
rection will the president take? 
As to that, one seeks refuge in 
the familiar phrase of bafflement, 
it remains to be seen. If the pres- 
ident should continue on his pies- 
cnt course, we can know where he 
will be going when congress, is in 
session. 


For the past three or 
four 


weeks Mr. Roosevelt lias been 
taking a middleground course. He 
has pretty clearly been disturbed 
by the consequences of a rather 
extremely "left" course he fol- 
lowed for the first sixteen months 
of his administration. During that 
early period he went on the prin- 
ciple, vigorously proclaimed by 
Professor Tugweli and others who 
then were close to him as ad- 
visers, that reform must come 
first and busines recovery could 
wait. 


Advice of Moderates. 


More lately he was told by his 


moderate advisers, and now he 
seems to realize, that the post- 
ponement of business recovery, 
the giving of right of way to an 
enormous program 
of 
reforms, 


contained risk that too long a 
postponement of business recov- 
ery might bring wreck to his re- 
forms, to business and to every- 
thing else. In the very recent past 
the president's course has been 


one which seemed to say. in ef- 
fect, what ,if put in words, would 
be something like this: "We will 
encourage business recovery, for 
the present we will give business 
recovery right of way; we 
will 


not abandon our reforms, sooner 
or later we will enact them all; 
but during the near future 
we 


will try to get business recovery 


I under way and thereafter we will 
adopt our program of reforms as 
rapidly as a growing and smooth- 
ly working business Structure can 
absorb them." 


Comfortable Position.1 


If this a fair summary of 
the 


president's present position, and if 
he maintains it, he will have a 
comfortable time with 
congress, 


and the country 
should have a 


sufficiently comfortable time with 
both president and congress. 


If, m the alternative, the presi- 


dent should go back to the rather 
extreme "left-ward" course ha 
followed during the last congress, 
if he should again press on con- 
gress a large program of reform, 
regardless of business recovery-r- 
in that event also perhaps congress 
would follow him but would do 
so less willingly. 


Might Rebel. 


I have said that congress would 


probably follow the president even 
if he should take as radically left-

Clark Named To A id 


Civil Rights Study 


Dr. John D. Clark, professor or 


economics at the University of 
Nebraska, has beeu named by the 
American Bar Association as one 
of a committee of seven to study 
recent "federal 
legislation and 


policies as affecting ^he rights and 
liberties of American citizens." 
Dr. Clark expressed his apprecia- 
tion of the appointment and of 
the work ahead of the committee. 


"I am most appreciative of the 


opportunity to take part in this 
work," he said, "because it is quite 
certain that the prominent law- 
yers who have accepted the ap- 
pointment on the committee have 
done so only because they intend 
to conduct a thorough investiga- 
tion and to conclude their work 
with something that will not be 
just another committee report." 


Aims of the research are set 


forth in the resolution passed by 
the bar association last summer. 
An excerpt reads: "Whereas, the 
rapid 
development 
in 
recent 


months of novel legislative and 
governmental trends in the fed- 
eral government, affecting the 
rights and liberties of American 
citizens and our 
constitutional 


form of government, has resulted 
in a great diversity of opinion 
throughout the United States as 
to the effec^ of these theories, and 
the questions involved hold a deep 
and peculiar interest for the bar 
of this country; 


"And whereas, the people of 


this- country, at all such times, 
look to the bar for advice and 
guidance in such a crisis; ..."

S CUPID the latest threat to the re- 
maining royal thrones ol Europe? 
Wars and revolutions are not the only 


forces to send thrones toppling. Love, 
it seems, is having the same disastrous 
effect. 
For it is becoming more and 


more usual to read of royal Princes re- 
nouncing their rights to the throne to 
marry commoners. 


Several members of the King ol 


Sweden's family, for example, have 
succumbed to one morganatic marriage 
after 
another, 
leaving 
the country 


anxious as to the future of the throne. 
And in both England and Italy alliances 
have been made with nonroyal persons. 


This desire to heed the call of Gupid 


rather than the demands of the State is 
not because royalty feels its power slip- 
ping and believes it might as well marry 
for love. It began to be evident even 
to the days preceding the World War, 
•when the power of royalty was at it* 
height 


In fact, according to tht opinion of 


Princess Marthe Bibesco, it was in tha 
marriages with commoners that tha 
decadence of the monarchies first re- 
vealed itself. It was love that began 
to ravage the best established of reign- 
ing families. 


"PRINCESS BIBESCO Is descended 


from one of the oldest royal families 


In Rumania. At the age of 16 she mar- 
ried her cousin, Prince Georges-Valentin 
Bibesco, and the wedding was attended 
by many of the royalty -of Europe. Her 
husband is the president of the Inter- 
national Aeronautical Federation, and 
the couple are keen enthusiasts of ' 
flying. 


Princess Bibesco has made a fine repu- 


tation for herself In tha world of litera- 
ture. Sht was IB -when she wrote a 
book relating to her Journey to Persia, 
called "The Eight Paradises," and this 
•was crowned by the French Academy, 
the first time such a young author 
received this distinction. 


Since then she has published many

there was a withering of the Instinct 
of self-preservation. 


"Royalty has certain obligations to

"To an impartial observer. It Isn't 


more impossible to imagine the Grand 
Duke Cyril, heir to the throne of Rus- 
sia, at the Kremlin in the future. 


"Twenty-one years were sufficient for 


the French Revolution and all ths 
glories of Napoleon. Then we find, at 
the end, a Bourbon, brother of Louis 
XVI, sitting on the throne of France.

American Scientific Men Here 


Discuss "Ten Commandments for 


Marriage" Recently Issued by Nazi 


Government for Guidance 


of Germans

H 


OW to be happy though married Is a 
problem that has confronted the 


world ever since Adam and Eve set up 
housekeeping in the Garden of Eden. 


In those days, the primitive desire of 


a man for a maid was the only prerequi- 
site for entering the "holy state," but 
tunes have changed and modern man 
must consider many things before taking 
to wife his heart's desire. At least, so 
think: the eugenic officials of the Nazi 
Government, who in an effort to make 
connubial bliss more blissful have issued 
» list of ten commandments for the 
guidance of German youth when ap- 
proaching matrimony. 


"Remember always thou art German." 


gays Commandment No. 1. 


No. 2 urges: "Thou shalt not, If eugenl- 
cally fit, remain unmarried. He who 
without solid reason does so breaks the 
chain of the generation." 


"Hold thy body clean," says No. 3, 


which concludes with the injunction: 
"Remember ysu yourself are a German 
ancestor." 


No. 4. "Thou shalt keep the spirit and 


the soul pure." This commandment 
warns against "alien influence" and ob- 
serves that "happiness built on lies soon 
collapses. You yourself must live up to 
whatever you expect of your mate." 


"As a German, choose a mate of equal 


ot Nordic blood" is the advice of No. 5. 
Research has shown, it says, that the 
Nordic is superior and all German 
people are bound by ties of Nordic 
blood. 


The sixth commandment warns: "Never 


many the one good person in a bad 
family," because heredity deficiency may 
crop out in the next generation. 


"Good health is a prerequisite for ex- 


ternal beauty," says No. 7. It advocates 
that no marriage be effected without the . 
submission of a health certificate. 


No. 8 commands: "Marry only for love 


—short intoxication of the senses is no 
real love—seek a mate, not a playmate, 
for matrimony." 


No. 9 emphasizes the desirability of 


permanent marriage. 


No. 10 admonishes: "The meaning of 


marriage lies in a healthy progeny. You 
will die, but what you transmit to your 
descendants will live on; in them is 
your resurrection. Your nation will 
live eternally." 


"Seek a mate—not a playmate, for 


matrimony" is the most emphasised 
commandment In the modem Nordic 
Decalogue. And believing such advice to 
be of interest to non-Germans as well as 
the followers of Hitler, I have obtained 
some interesting views on the subject. 


TI7HEN I approached Dr. Clarence Paul 
W oberadorf, editor of the Interna- 
tional Journal of Psychoanalysis and 
former instructor in neurology at Cor- 
aeB University Medical School, he 
granted me an enlightening interne1* 
expressing some very valuable opinions. 


-It Is regrettable," said Dr. Oberadorf. 


•that the Nazi commandments should be 
made the basts for the discussion of so 
important a question .as the relative 
value of "mate and playmate* qualities 
In marriage. For the published Nazi 
dicta include many absurdities Irom * 
scientific standpoint. Not the least of 
these is the implication that statutory 
regulation of so essentially ac instinc- 
li-,e act as mating is possible or desxr- 
ab'e. 


"The tpaesUcQ of 'mate and playmate' 


'•mother and flirt*) enters into every 
marriage, but If we are to go beyond a 
generalization 
based 
upon persona] 


opinion some limitation of the terms is 
desirable. 


"Let us assume in harmony with the 


spirit of the other Nazi commandments 
that the 'mate' indicates a woman who 
bears children, tends the house and sub- 
jects herself to the will of the husband, 
and that the 'playmate' is a woman re- 
sponding more readily and fully to the 
emotional, physical and spiritual needs 
of the man. Both these qualities are 
present in every woman, in varying pro- 
portions, and contributed by her in vary- 
ing quantities at different periods of her 
marital career.

The 
desire of man for the 'mate and play- 
mate' qualities likewise will not remain 
stationary. 


-Very broadly speaking." continued 


Dr. Obernd'orf. "-playmate' qualities 
appeal to tie man during Uie earlier 
period of his married life, diminishing 
sostewnat when bis main energies are 
directed toward earning a livelihood for 
the family and returning again la an 
altered form la the latter part of his 
middle life. 


"The demand for •hausfrau* qualities 


Is less in a social structure such as exists 
in America, where in many instances 
household 
duties and child-rearing 


occupy a smaller proportion of the fam- 
ily's interest than in many European 
countries. In an increasing number of 
.American marriages each member ol 
the coopie is a cuotriooiiag wage-earner 


to the union for many years. In such 
cases, the •playmate* value of the 
woman must be large.

If modern psychiatry and 
psychology provide the rules of a mari- 
tal life, a good mate will get some of 
her life's richest joy and lasting satis- 
faction in being a good playmate alsb- 


"In these days when the size of an 


army is rapidly being relegated to the 
second or even the third degree of im- 
portance, it is not easy for a "national 
basis* to include the repeated urge 
(noted in Italy also) to increase the 
population at any cost. In the days of 
Charlemagne this would have been a 
natural military desire, because then

and father of Frederick the Great, at- 
tempted to improve the stature of Ger- 
man soldiers more than 200 years ago.

King Frederick

T>ATTLES have been won, blindness 
*-* foretold, lost Jewels found and law 
Buits won all as tjaa direct result of 
dreams of peculiar prophetic power. 
Such prophetic dreams, In fact, are 
common—except most persons fail to see 
the portends of their own dreams. 
Every one has the possibility of having 
dreams such as these; It Is not just a 
few slightly abnormal or especially 
gifted people that have this overlooked 
dream power. 


There Is no mystic force at work from 


•ome far-off planet which gives rise to 
these Interesting dreams in a favored 
lew. Such prophetic dreams, as W3 shall 


-see, arise from subconscious mental 


levels which are active to every one all 
the time. These usually neglected mental 
levels predominate, 
however, during 


aleep and dreams, and it is from the re- 
markable traits of the subconscious that 
dreams derive their prophetic power. 


Consider the last appearances of the 


famous singer, Luisa Tetrazzini, in the 
tlnited States. Tears before, at Covent 
Garden in London, she had sung with 
Enrico Caruso. Some time after the 
death of Caruso, she had a dream. 


"When I was unhappy a little while 


•go Caruso appeared to me in a dream." 
•ha relates. 


"Go to America, and sing.' he said. 


»u»,' cara,' Tetrazzini replied In her 
dream, T have retired."'

This dream led her to come to the

us dream about friends and weave into 
the fabric of the dream our own ex- 
periences and our deepest wishes. 


fpHERE was the dream of William J. 
-*• FarrclJ, a. municipal employ in 
Pittsburgh. Ee may not have studied 
much about normal dreams, but he had 
a. level-headed and snenbSc attitude 
toward one of his dreams which gained 
him prominence. This nvach-talied- 
mboat dream of Mr. Farrell's is valuable 
since jt Illustrates how in dreams we 
itacnber things subconsciously which 
we cannot, for a time, voluntarily bring 
back to mind. 


The key to the strongbox in the of- 


fice in which he worked was lost, and 
he had not been able to find it. Then 
cae night Mi-, I*arrell dreamed that an- 


other city employe, Jim Brennan, had 
the key. Sure enough, Brennan had one 
and the strongbox was opened. But 
the catch is, as Mr. Parrell tells 
strangers, that he should have known 
all the time that the other man had the 
key. He had merely forgotten about it 
until the dream, pulling from the store- 
house of his almost buried memories, re- 
minded him where he could get a key. 


Dr. Isador Coriat has studied many 


fascinating cases which show that one 
can dream while awake, as it were, and 
find lost objects by tapping these sub- 
conscious memories. In one instance a 
-Boston lady was in an embarrassing po- 
sition where she should know the details 
of a bank check which she had made out 
two years previously. She racked her 
brains, but could not recall even the 
bank on which it had been made out. 


Then Dr. Coriat suggested that she 


stop searching her memory so frantically 
and just daydream In a drowsy fashion. 
He started a metronome ticking monoto- 
nously to encourage her effort at drowsy 
daydreaming. 
Suddenly she had all 


the details of the check come popping 
Into her head as if from nowhere. 


This Boston woman had at one tune, 


of course, known all about the check 
which she had written, but it took her 
dreaming while half awake to recall it. 
Many golfers have had a similar ex- 
perience in not being able to recall the 
combination to their locker when the 
golf season reopens in the Spring; 
thousands of them find that while en- 
gaged in conversation and their fingers 
are idly turning the knobs of the com- 
bination, suddenly the 
locker door 


springs open. Consciously they were un- 
able to remember, but their subconscious 
miraculously put their fingers on to the 
right track.

reports with relief, "I burned it. and 
watched until there was nothing left but 
ash."

our dream-minds will also notice little 
glances and smiles which we do not 
consciously observe. It may later reveal 
to us ir: dreams what it has seen, 
dramatizing the episodes so grotesquely 
at times that we can scarce realize or 
believe it. 


There was louis Jcr.-,of Chicago, 


whose dream-mind had noticed certain 


goings-on which might otherwise have 
never caused trouble. But one night a 
dream, not too grotesquely dramatized, 
revealed his wife in an affectionate em- 
brace^with James E. O'Brien. Although 
Ma Jur is not a superstitiou: man, he 
is a man of action, and dreaming this 
only one tune was sufficient for Mm.

The dream-mind and the 
hypnotized mind are closely similar, 
which explains the outcome of the 
dream of Thomas Kipa, who dreamed 
he had gone blind. In the morning on 
waking he was horrified to find that he 
could not see. He seemed to be in per- 
fect health, and the Jassy doctors could 
not find anything organically wrong 
with his eyes or optic nerves. Yet the 
boy stared blankly into a dark world. 


Blindness of this sort, which is usually 


temporary in spite of its seriousness, 
can be caused in a- large number of 
persons by hypnotism. His dream, so 
to speak, had hypnotized him into aa 
attack of what 3s called 
hysterical 


blindness. Sir Henry Clinton, who was 
active in the American Revolution, ex- 
perienced similar hysterical blindness 
on at least four occasions, but with the 
fear of indecision rather than a dream 
causing it Sir Henry had two attacks 
of this type of blindness in 1777 during 
the Burgoyne campaign and two in 1781 
during the battles near Yorktown. 


Take the case of Constantine the 


Great, who was the first Christian Em- 
peror of Hotne and the most powerful 
raler of his time. The night before 
his ultimate battie against MaxenHus 


he had a dream In which he saw hit 
warriors' 
shields inscribed 
with 
•> 


crucifix, and the enemy was faffing; 
away from them as never before. Act- 
ing on this dream, he consecrated the 
shields with the sign of a cross, and— 
as in his forboding dream—his men 
fought as though inspired and won a 
signal victory. 


The early Koman Empresses seem to 


have taken their dreams with great 
gravity and to have acted as though 
these often garbled messages from their 
subconsciousness were talismen of high 
prophetic value. 
Calpurnia, wife of 


Julius Caesar, dreamed that the great 
dome which the Senate had erected on 
top of her house fell down and that 
Caesar was murdered in her own arms. 
She was awakened from this frightful 
dream just as a door in the palace 
slammed noisily. 
Certain that this 


dream portended misfortune for her 
illustrious husband, she pleaded witb. 
him not to go to the Senate, lest harm 
might befall him. It is a matter of 
history, however, that he went despite 
his wife's entreaties—on that 
fateful 


Ides of March when he was assassinated 
by his erstwhile friends, Brutus and 
Cassias. 


fTiHE belief of the Romans in the pre- 
-•- dictive value of dreams grew so 
rapidly that soon scheming politicians 
were pretending to have dreams which 
would frighten others into action. Tha 
self-seeking 
Narcissus, 
for instance, 


planned with the scheming Empress 
Messalina to poison the mind of the 
Emperor Claudius so that the Emperor 
would turn on his true friend, Silanus. 
Narcissus acted out his part of the plot 
by running to the Emperor one mom- 
ing to tell him breathlessly about s 
dream in which Silanus was seen to 
plunge a dagger deep into the Em- 
peror's heart. The superstitious Claudius 
fell into their snare and remained, 
panicstricken until the innocent and 
loyal Silanus had been summarily exe- 
cuted before he killed the Emperor, as 
the make-believe dream predicted. 


The Navajo Indian in America today 


places even more faith in the future- 
telling value of dreams thar did th« 
old Romans in their most superstitious 
times. They look upon their dreams as 
warnings sent by tie gods, spirits or 
witches, depending upon whether the 
dream is good, bad or indifferent They 
imagine that bad dreams forebode com- 
ing sicknesses, and when they have ona 
they indulge in ritual chants to break 
the spell of the evil spirit 


If they were less superstitious about 


dreams they could put these creations 
of their subconscious to work in any 
number of practical ways.
